Crossroads 
students add joy 
to ceremony

Twenty-seven freshly sworn- 
in Canadians from 17 countries 
couldn't have received a better 
welcome than each and every 
one of them was given by 400 
enthusiastic and spirited young 
students Friday. 

A citizenship ceremony is 
always stirring, usually solemn, 
but when held at Crossroads 
Public School in Virgil, it was a 
joyous celebration as students 
greeted each of the new citizens 
with cheers and wholehearted 
applause, waving their Canadian 
flags in excitement. 

One of the most moving 
moments of the ceremony was 
the musical interlude by a room¬ 
ful of youngsters, flags raised, 
singing This Land is Your Land, 
accompanied by a group of stu¬ 
dents on their guitars, a stage of 
dignitaries joining in—includ¬ 
ing MP and Minister of Defence 
Rob Nicholson who swayed to 
the music and looked a little 
misty-eyed as he sang along. 

Former Niagara Falls Mayor 
Ted Said, now a citizenship 
judge, presided over the cere¬ 
mony, and although his brief 
history lesson and talk of civic 
responsibility was intended for 
the new Canadians, it was also 
an opportunity for the students 
to learn about their heritage, 
and what it means to be a 
Canadian.

CARE members

trustees to vote

Members of CARE 
(Citizens for Accountable 
andResponsibleEducation) 
are preparing for their next 
steps: convincing the 
school board trustees to 
vote against the board plan¬ 
ning staff recommendation 
to close Parliament Oak 
Public School. 


They now have some¬ 
thing tangible to help them 
argue their case, with a 
District School Board of 
Niagara senior administra¬ 
tion report that presents a 
very different story than the 
report prepared by the 
accommodation review 
committee. 

Both reports were read 
to the trustees at last 
Tuesday’s school board 
meeting. 

Lyndsay Gazzard, 
Parliament Oak parent and 
co-chair of CARE, said after 
the meeting that members 
were “thrilled with the ARC 
recommendation - it is 
probably the most detailed, 
well thought out and fact

The purpose 
of both reviews, 
the staff report 
states, is reducing 
the 7,000 surplus 
spaces across the 
board and the 
redirecting finan¬ 
cial resources 
away from the 
maintenance of 
aging, under¬ 
populated facili¬ 
ties, including 
Parliament Oak. 

Closing it, 
according to the 
staff report, will 


save the board more than 
$658,000 in repairs over the 
next decade, and reduce 
excess capacity by 222 
spaces. 

Right-sizing the school 
by decommissioning its 
basement would eliminate 
accessibilityimprovements, 
but would spend $600,000 
to $750,000 to avoid spend¬ 
ing $400,000, the staff report 
said, and would reduce 
over-capacity by only 46 

Leasing surplus space 
only reduces capacity if 
there are long-term leases, 
the report said, and is "very 
speculative” in the case of 
Parliament Oak. 

But the board will spend 
$1.5 million by June, 2015, 
to “fix” Crossroads, says 
Gazzard. 

“The cheaper option 
seems clear.” 

Also at odds in informa¬ 
tion presented in the two 
reports is the cost of hous¬ 
ing in the Old Town. 

The board report puts 
the average price of an Old 
Town home, including 
Garrison Village, at some¬ 
where between $575,000 
and $612, 000, citing two 
different sources - a google 
search on listings (not sales) 
and a CHMC housing 
report 

The board planning 
report uses those prices to 


back up their assertion that 
seniors and retirees, not 
young families, are moving 
to the Old Town. 

But Garrison Village 
home values are nowhere 
near that, says Gazzard— 
they’re closer to the mid 
$300,000s. Prices for the 
new St. Andrews on the 
Glen town homes backing 
into Garrison Village are 
$360,000. 

Using validated real 
estate information from 
recognized sources, she 
says, CARE cites the aver¬ 
age selling price of houses 
sold between Sept. 2012 
and 2013 at $433,763. 

The ARC report also 
points out that NOTL ben¬ 
efits from those who choose 
to live here for the small- 
community values and life¬ 
style, including those who 
have flexible work arrange¬ 
ments such as telecommut¬ 
ing. 

An ongoing disagree¬ 
ment throughout the 
accommodation review 
meetings, between the 
school board planning staff 
and John Henricks, ARC 
member and NOTL plan¬ 
ning director, supported by 
CARE members, involved 
the numbers and method¬ 
ology to reach those num¬ 
bers used by the board to 
back up their expectation 
that enrolment will contin¬ 


ue to decline at both 
Parliament Oak and 
Crossroads. 

CARE members main¬ 
tain using birth rates is not 
a comprehensive way to 
extrapolate future Junior 
Kindergarten class sizes, 
said Gazzard. 

It does not account for 
children not bom in the 
area—43% of children in 
the current Grade 1/2 class 
at Parliament Oak were 
bom outside the area and 
are effectively excluded 
from board calculations, 
said Gazzard. 

And the 2014 JK class 
size has pre-registered at 13 
this year. 

“That’s double last year 
- an increase, not a 
decrease,” she says. 


The staff report, she says, 
was not a surprise. 

“They reiterated their 
primary goal is to close all 
very small schools which 
they define as schools with 
less than 300 students." 

But having heard the 
staff position, "we are feel¬ 
ing confident that the trust¬ 
ees will be receptive to the 
more balanced approach of 
the ARC, the Town, the 
Region and CARE support- 

CARE members are 
looking forward to the del¬ 
egations and to have the 
opportunity to present the 
trustees with more current, 
fact-based data which sup¬ 
ports keeping Parliament 
Oak open and saves taxpay¬ 
ers’ money, she says.

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Gates promises a strong voice to advocate for Parliament Oak

An orange member of 
provincial parliament in a 
red minority government 
representing a municipality 
that is traditionally blue. 

This election crossed 
party boundaries, says NDP 
representative Wayne Gates, 
speaking of his increased 
support from Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, traditionally a 
conservative bastion. 

The former Niagara Falls 
city councillor can't wait to 
get back to work represent¬ 
ing his new constituents to 
show their support is 
deserved, this time as the 
MPP for the Niagara riding 
that includes Niagara Falls, 
Fort Erie and Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

His message was clearly 
one that resonated with 
voters from all three munic¬ 
ipalities, some of whom 
were more accustomed to 
supporting other political 
parties, says Gates. 

To earn more than 14,500 
votes, 1,000 more than sec¬ 
ond-place finisher Bart 
Maves who represented the 
provincial Tories at Queen’s 
Park for two terms, he had 
to have pulled votes from 
all corners of the riding, 
said Gates. 

And while it’s true that 
the Niagara riding is now 
represented by an NDP in a 
Liberal government, Gates 
thinks that could work to 
his advantage, promising to 
make his voice heard at 
Queen's Park, as he did with 
voters during the cam¬ 
paign. 

"It's obvious people liked 
what they heard. The mes¬ 
sage was the right one, 
whether it was about 
Parliament Oak School in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, the 
hospital in Niagara Falls or 
the race track in Fort Erie,” 
he said. 

Jobs were at the top of 
his list, with unemployment 
an issue across the riding 
and across the province, he 
said. 

“I think people, small 
businesses especially, really 
like the idea of tax credits— 
for new employees, training 
or new machinery to 
increase their business." 

And when he goes to 
Queen’s Park, he will con¬ 
tinue to fight for the parents 



of Parliament Oak, because 
he believes the school 
should stay open, he’ll sup¬ 
port the new hospital and 
fight for local workers, 
architects and engineers to 
build it and help put people 
back to work, and he'll bat¬ 
tle to bring the slots back to 
Fort Erie to support the race 
track. 

“People certainly like the 
message across all three 
ridings,” he said. 

“When it comes to 
Parliament Oak, if I could 
bring a face to that fight, I 
wanted to do that, not 
because there was an elec¬ 
tion, but because I believe it 
should stay open." 

He was the only byelec¬ 
tion candidate to speak at 
the public accommodation 
review meeting, and the 
only politician of any level 
of government to attend last 
week's board meeting. 

"I went there (to the Mike DiBattista QMI Agency Niagara

particular case, no matter 
who you talk to, no matter 
where you live, everyone 
wants Parliament Oak to 
stay open,” said Gates. 

Although the province 
tends to leave school deci¬ 
sions up to the school 
boards, “sometimes the 
government should listen 
to the parents. Sometimes 
boards make wrong deci¬ 


sions. As long as the parents 
of Parliament Oak want me 
to be there for them, I’ll be 
there. I’m going to raise the 
issue at Queen’s Park. I will 
do whatever I have to do to 
raise awareness for them.” 

Speaking out in opposi¬ 
tion with a strong voice on a 
matter of importance tends 


to make people listen, he 

And whether the issue is 
the school in NOTL, the 
hospital in Niagara Falls, 
the race track in Fort Erie or 
high unemployment across 
the riding, “I’m respected 
in this riding. I can deliver a 
strong voice." 


That strong voice, and 
the passion and caring 
behind it are likely what 
helped win support from 
those who are not tradition¬ 
ally NDP supporters. 

“It’s hard to talk about 
yourself, you know, but 
that’s just die reality of who 
I am. I want to make life 


better for everybody, for 
our kids and grandkids. I 

People of all political 
stripes understand that, he 

“They know I work hard. 
I’ve always worked hard, 
and I want to get going and 
get back to work.”

Voters in Niagara 
decided not to give Bart 
Maves his old job back. 

There were a few times 
last Thursday night when 
it looked like he might 
catch up to NDP candi¬ 
date Wayne Gates in the 
Niagara Falls byelection, 
but it never materialized. 

Maves acknowledged 
his defeat and thanked 
his supporters who turned 
out at the Niagara Falls 
Curling Club on Morrison 
St. in Niagara Falls. 

“I want to congratulate 
Wayne Gates for his vic¬ 
tory and I will wish him 
luck as he goes forward. 
He has a very hard task 
trying to right the Niagara 
ship. We’ve got great dif¬ 
ficulties as everyone 
knows in every part of 
this riding, and it’s a very 
difficult task for him as an 
MPP to take on and I wish 
him luck," said Maves. 

“My thoughts are also 
with Joyce Morocco and 
her family tonight,” he 
added. "I talked to Joyce 
earlier today. Her mother 
suffered a heart attack 
and she has had a very 
difficult time with that the 
last couple of days so my 
thoughts and prayers are 
with Joyce. She ran a very 
courageous campaign 
and was in a very difficult 

Morocco's mother 
passed away over the 
weekend. 

Maves, who is serving 
his first term on regional 
council, took a leave of 
absence while campaign¬ 
ing for the provincial bye¬ 


lection. 

He campaigned on a 
number of issues includ¬ 
ing the return of slots to 
the Fort Erie Race Track, 
he opposes the NDP/ 
Liberal proposal to build 
new casinos across 
Ontario, and is commit¬ 
ted to selling more 
Ontario wine made with 
Ontario grapes. 

And his plan to create 
more jobs involved bal¬ 
ancing the budget, reduc¬ 
ing red tape, lowering 
taxes and making hydro 
more affordable for indus¬ 
try. 

“This was a tough loss,” 
said Maves. 

“It's really hard to fight 
against that amount of 
money that was sent 
down by the NDP and 
some of the big unions 
from across the province, 
and also the busing of 
troops from out of town. 
We fought this battle with 
local people.” 

Maves served as the 
MPP for Niagara Falls and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
from 1995 to 2003. He was 
elected to the Ontario 
legislature in the provin¬ 
cial election of 1995, 
defeating Liberal Marg 
Germano and NDP 
incumbent Margaret 
Harrington. 

In 1997, he was 
appointed as the parlia¬ 
mentary assistant to the 
Minister of Labour. 

In the 1999 provincial 
election, Maves was 
reelected by about 1,500 
votes over Liberal candi¬ 
date Selina Volpatti. He 
held other parliamentary 
assistant positions in the 
parliament that followed, 
but was not appointed to 
cabinet. 

In the 2003 provincial 
election, Maves lost to 
Liberal Kim Craitor by 
more than 3,000 votes. He 
was the Progressive 
Conservative Party of 
Ontario’s candidate for 
the Niagara Falls riding 
again in the 2007 provin¬ 
cial election but lost again 
to Craitor.

Congrats to NDP on well-organized campaign 


Congratulations, Wayne Gates, 
Niagara’s new NDP MPP. 

And kudos to NDP leader Andrea 
Horwath for pulling out all the stops in 
Niagara in the weeks and days leading 
up to last week’s byelection. 

Yes, she visited often, as did PC leader 
Tim Hudak, who now blames the labour 
movement for making Bart Maves lose 
the election. 

Howarth mobilized supporters and 
brought them to Niagara, sending them 
door-to-door through one of the worst 
winters we’ve seen in decades. 

It was a well-organized effort, with a 
message that must have resonated with 
voters. 

Meanwhile Hudak, who is from Fort 
Erie but is not terribly popular in his 
own area—he seems too out of touch 
with the working people trying to catch a 
break and get ahead—falls back on 
union-bashing after the election that 
makes him sound like a spoiled little 

Wouldn’t want him to look too closely 
at any of his own policies that might 
have lost a few votes. 

PC candidate Bart Maves has always 
been popular and well-respected in the 
Niagara region, but he just couldn’t pull 
it off this time. And voters are pointing to 
his leader as being more a hindrance 
than a help. 


Hudak kept talking about a million 
jobs, but never really explained how he’d 
deliver them. Just sounded too good to 

Gates at least offered a plan, and 
whether or not he gets a chance to imple¬ 
ment it, no one doubted his sincerity or 
his passion when he spoke of wanting to 
put Niagara back to work. 

And it seems very few voters, and pos¬ 
sibly Maves himself, agreed with Hudak’s 
right-to-work platform, or as Gates called 
it, right-to-work-for-free. 

It will be interesting to see how that is 
handled once the provincial election is 
called—and when it will be called, now 
that Horwath can see NDP support grow¬ 
ing. 

We’re warned that byelections aren’t 
reflective of what to expect in a general 
election—Premier Kathleen Wynne has 
to say that, doesn’t she, having lost two 
byelections—but it could be true. It’s 
easier to vote for an individual candidate 
during a byelection when voters aren’t 
concerned about electing a government. 

However, Wynne better not be count¬ 
ing on that. 

Those who attended all-candidates 
meetings across the riding in recent 
weeks should not have been surprised to 
see Gates win. The NDP message caught 
the attention of voters. It could be catch¬ 
ing across the province.

Arc, school board staff reports at odds, as expected 


It wasn't unexpected. 

The school board plan¬ 
ning staff is recommending 
Parliament Oak Public 
School be closed at the end 
of lune, 2015, and four class¬ 
rooms be added to 
Crossroads Public School to 
accommodate the Old Town 
students. 

What was a surprise was 
how little recognition the 
planning report gave to what 
is likely the best, most com¬ 
plete, most thorough accom¬ 
modation review report ever 
written. 

And how little acknowl¬ 
edgement there was of the 
incredibly detailed and 
extensively researched data 
presented by CARE, a group 
of parents and community 
members dedicated to con¬ 
vincing the school board 
trustees it would be a mis¬ 
take to close the only school 
left in the Old Town. 

Several members of the 
board staff responsible for 
then: report sat through the 
accommodation review 
meetings, but obviously 
were there to accomplish 
one goal, and one goal only: 
reduce the number of empty 
seats across the board by 
closing schools. 

For those who haven't 
followed the process of 
school closures, let me back- 

The school board has a 
provincial policy to follow 
that involves the schools 
under review and the public 
in the process leading up to 
school closures. That is the 
job of the accommodation 
review committee, which is 
charged with coming up

with the recommendation 
that seems best, first and 
foremost, for the students. 

And then there's the 
school board planning staff 
that makes its recommenda¬ 
tions separately, which may 
or may not dovetail with the 
ARC recommendations. It 
can couch its recommenda¬ 
tions in language that 
appears it's doing what's 
best for the students, such as 
creating a larger student 
body, there are more oppor¬ 
tunities for extra-curricular 
activities, but really, the 
important information is 
how much money it's going 
to save the board by closing 
a school, especially an older 
one. There are savings in 
staff, but not as much as one 
might think—the real finan¬ 
cial carrot is in how much 
the board won't have to 
spend to update Parliament 
Oak, and how much more it 
will have in capital reserves 
to spend on other buildings 
once the surplus property is 

And so the trustees have 
two very different reports 
before them, and a decision 
to make by April 22. 


The planning staff report 
says closing Parliament Oak 
and adding four classrooms 
to Crossroads will reduce 
surplus spaces by 222. It will 
save $126,000 a year in staff¬ 
ing, and $143,000 a year in 
utilities and maintenance. It 
will eliminate the need to 
spend $658,000 over the next 
10 years on repairs to an 
aging school. 

It gives litde or no cre¬ 
dence to the data that CARE 
members presented on 
enrolment projections, 
which showed a more opti¬ 
mistic future for young fami¬ 
lies moving into the Old 

It seems amazing that, 
after sitting through those 
ARC meetings and listening 
to the parents who have 
moved to the community, 
the planners could still think 
of the Old Town as attracting 
only seniors and retirees, 
which is what they said in 
their report. Did they not 
hear that the majority of par¬ 
ents at Parliament Oak have 
moved here recendy and 
bought homes in a commu¬ 
nity they have chosen as a 
great place to raise their 
kids? 

Planning staff are gloss¬ 
ing over the board's role in 
programming that has cre¬ 
ated low enrolment over the 
last three years, talking about 
birth rates, apportionment 
and retention rates in great 
detail, rather than focusing 
on the difference a half-day 
or full-day kindergarten pro¬ 
gram makes to parents' deci¬ 
sions about where to send 
their kids. 

The staff report also says 


the board is actually gaining 
students from the Catholic 
board, and it may well be 
across the region, but in 
NOTL? Did they not drive 
past the portables at St. 
Michael? Do they not know 
how many parents choose to 
bus their kids there from the 
Old Town because it has full- 
day kindergarten and before 
and after school day care? 
Or do they not want to 
know? 

They scoff (well, it might 
be hard to actually scoff, in a 
written report, but that's 
how it feels) at the Town, 
ARC and CARE's numbers 
that show the number of 
kids will actually increase. 
They say maybe, in 25 years, 
all that projected develop¬ 
ment might get built, but if it 
does, only seniors and retir¬ 
ees will be buying, and 
besides, it might not ever get 
built. Because let's face it, 
who would want to live in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake? 

Planning staff, in their 
own report, pat themselves 
on the back because they say 
their projections of declin¬ 
ing enrolment are usually 
spot on. Of course they are. 
They use those projections 
to close a school such as 
Parliament Oak, and then 
guess what happens? Young 
families don't move into the 
area, they move out. Into 
neighbourhoods that have 
schools. And the board staff 
can say, look, we're right on, 
we predicted this would 
happen. 

However, they leave 
themselves an out in the 
case of Parliament Oak. 
CARE and ARC members 


have talked about the diffi¬ 
culty in finding a school site 
in the Old Town, once the 
Bfing St. property is sold, 
warning the board it needs 
to look further into the future 
than it is doing in this 

"In order to address the 
ARC Committee's (from the 
people who own the ARC 
acronym - the accommoda¬ 
tion review committee com¬ 
mittee's) speculation over 
future growth, board staff 
would support and work 
with the Town in identifying 
future school sites for desig¬ 
nation and zoning lands 
within the Town's planning 
documents." 

In other words, let's close 
Parliament Oak and sell this 
very valuable property, 
because we don't need a 
school in the Old Town, but 
let's also talk about where a 
new school could be built 
(paid for by the province) 
when we need it for all the 
kids who will move into the 
residential development on 
the property we've just sold 
and the money for that prop¬ 
erty is in our hands to be 
spent somewhere else (okay 
those are my words, not to 
be found in the board 
report—I'mreadingbetween 
the lines). 

And we haven't even 
touched on the effect of con¬ 
solidating students at 
Crossroads. 

The capital cost for the 
four-room addition is about 
$1.3 million. Site work would 
include additional parking, 
access improvements and 
modifications to the asphalt 
playground area that would 


cost an additional $125,000. 
Not sure whether that means 
playground equipment, paid 
for by parents and the com¬ 
munity, will be moved, 
whether soccer fields or 
greenspace will be lost. 

Let's hope somewhere in 
these figures the cost of new 
lockers is included. 

When Crossroads was 
built, students got a brand 
new, shiny lockers. 

Do kids in elementary 
school need lockers? 
Probably not. But I wouldn't 
want to be the parent of a 
sensitive Parliament Oak 
student who gets blamed 
when kids have to share 
lockers at Crossroads. 

The planning staff report 
ends with these words of 
wisdom: 

"Consolidating the popu¬ 
lation of Parliament Oak into 
Crossroads would provide 
the students in Old Town 
and Virgil with an optimal 
education experience for 
ongoing success in years to 

That's not what 
Parliament Oak parents 
think about their children's 
educational experience. 
They think their students are 
enjoying success right where 

It's not what our business 
leaders believe, or our town's 
elected officials. 

But these are words of 
planning staff, who are, after 
all, just doing their jobs. 

Let's hope it won't be the 
opinion of the trustees who 
will be the ones making the 
decision. Let's hope they do 
their jobs, and put the stu¬ 
dents first. 
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‘The boundaries of what we can accomplish together are limitless’

The ceremony at the

Being a Canadian, he

respected. 

He also spoke about the 
responsibility that comes 
with those rights and free¬ 
doms, and urged the new 
Canadians to become 
involved in their commu¬ 
nity by volunteering. 

“The future of Canada 
now depends on you," he 
said, quoting John 
McCrea’s In Flanders 
Fields: “to you from failing 
hands we throw the torch; 
be yours to hold it high.” 

He spoke of the War of 
1812, that had it turned 
out differently, Canada 
would not exist, and he 
talked of February being 
Black History Month, and 
Harriet Tubman’s efforts 
through the Underground 
Railroad to help those who 
came to Canada to free- 

He also spoke of Flag 
Day Saturday, and the 
Crossroads students wav¬ 
ing Canada's most visible 
symbol—a symbol that 
reminds us all “how fortu¬ 
nate we are to call this 
great and beautiful coun¬ 
try home.”

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sands of people continue 
to suffer and need our 
support, says the minister 
of a local church. 

“We live in a 24-hour 
news cycle," says Pastor 
Larry Ritter of Trinity 
Lutheran Church. 

“We watch as disasters 
happen, we listen to them 
being discussed for that 
news cycle, and then most 
of us move on to other 
stories. Meanwhile, peo¬ 
ple are still hurting, they 
still need our help.” 

Trinity is the small 
brown church on Niagara 
Stone Rd., with a small

Thousands of kids in 
the Za'atari Refugee Camp 
in Jordan are running 
around barefoot or with 
shoes too worn out to be 
any good, says Ritter. 

These children are at a 
high risk of sickness and 
infection and exposure to 
the cold desert nights. 
They escaped the civil war 
in Syria and are still wait¬ 
ing to go home—but it 
could be a long wait, and 
they need shoes now, he 
says. 

The other half of the 
proceeds will go to support 
CLWR’s relief efforts in the 
Philippines. There, CLWR 
is working to provide emer¬ 
gency shelter to families 


affected by Typhoon 
Haiyan, as well as essential 
household supplies such 
as cooking utensils and 
plates. In addition, com¬ 
munities receive high-ca¬ 
pacity water filters to 
ensure access to safe drink¬ 
ing water. 

“Shoes, shelter, pots, 
plates, and water—you and 
I usually do not give a sec¬ 
ond thought to such 
things. We take them for 
granted, along with our 
TVs and clothes and cars," 
says Ritter. 

“ And it is easy for us to 
tune out the suffering of 
others as soon as it is no 
longer part of the news 
cycle. But the people in 
Jordan and the Philippines 
are still suffering, long after 


the news cycle has moved 
on to other stories. 

“I would like to invite 
you to a breakfast in their 
honour. Of course, they 
won’t be there, but your 
presence, along with your 
donation, will truly mean a 
great deal to them.” 

A breakfast of pancakes, 
scrambled eggs, and sau¬ 
sage will be provided by 
PigOut Roasters, with ail 
donations received going 
to Canadian Lutheran 
World Relief for the 
Philippines.

Marinas and Grossman 
provided solid content 
about the functioning and 
problems associated with 
the heart. Yet, the sign of a 
great presentation is not 
giving content, but in the 
ability to inspire, which 
they did. 

Marinas began by not¬ 
ing “The heart pumps 
approximately five liters of 
blood each minute.” 

Because I am a visual 
person, that image caused 
my mind to wander, imag¬ 
ining the volume of blood 
my heart pumps. If I mea¬ 
sured out five liters of water 
into a bowl, and used my 
mouth as a pump to suck 
water up with a straw, and 
then deposited the water 
into a second bowl, how 
long would it take for me to 
move that much fluid? 

That’s like the summer 
picnic relay race moving 
water with a small cup. 
Realistically, however, if I 
used a straw, the heart 
pump experiment is more 
like what happens when 


the arteries are clogged 
and the heart works over¬ 
time. The result ... you get 
the idea: It can’t be done in 
a minute, which is when 
the heart fails to function, 
and it’s a trip to the emer¬ 
gency room. 

To be heart healthy, 
Grossman was adamant 
that we all pay attention to 
those nutritional fact list¬ 
ings on the foods we pur- 

First, check the serving 
size before looking at the 
daily values. If the label 
indicates a ridiculously 
small serving size, the daily 
percentage has to be multi¬ 
plied. Pay particular atten¬ 
tion to the saturated fat 
and sodium content, as 
you want those numbers 

Also look for foods with 
high fiber content, as fiber 
allows your bowel system 
to work easier, which 
reduces the stress on your 
heart. While I was inspired 
with another example of 
this comment, I’ll skip 
mention of it as I believe 
you understand how the 
plumbing works. As we get 
older, more fiber is better. 


InfoHealth presenta¬ 
tions always include a 
question and answer peri¬ 
od. Dr. Hameed, who was 
born and raised in 
Winnipeg, highlighted that 
by April it is anticipated 
the St. Catharines hospital 
cardiology department will 
be able to implant stents, 
forwhich currently patients 
have to transfer to Hamilton 

Hameed also said he 
runs a heart function clin¬ 
ic’ with six other cardiolo¬ 
gists working with Scott 
Gibson, a nurse practitio¬ 
ner who has specialty 
training for patients with 
heart disease. 

“This is a great asset for 
patients in the community 
where they can have quick 
access to an assessment 
and ongoing care. This is 
along with additional 
resources patients can get 
in their homes via the car¬ 
diologists, family doctors 
and through Scott at the 
heart function clinic,” said 
Hameed.

and organizes some of the 
cardiac tests as follow-up 
to a hospital admission. 

Hameed responded to 
questions of the relation¬ 
ship between sleep apnea 
and heart failure, the dif¬ 
ferent heart attack symp¬ 
toms between men and 
women, risk factors during 
operations, the importance 
of blood pressure, fluid 
buildup in the lungs, the 
difference between heart 
attack and cardiac arrest, 
the importance of family 
history, how the body 
metabolizes medications, 
alternatives for physical 
exercise for seniors during 
the winter months, and 
signs of silent ischemia 
(silent heart attack).

“History is so impor¬ 
tant to me. That’s one of 
the reasons I love this 
community.” 

It’s his love of NOTL 
that leads him to want to 
sit at the council table. 

Currie sat on municipal 
council for Brampton for 
nine years, and was also a 
member of council for 
Amaranth Township in 
Dufferin County for four 
years, giving him both 
urban development and 
rural agriculture experi- 

“This community is a 
gem and it has to be 
planned properly. I’ve 
wrestled with developers 
in other communities. I’m 
absolutely the guy to help 
tackle planning issues.” 

The public needs to 
understand provincial 
policy regarding infilling, 
he said. 

“But I'm not a single¬ 
issue candidate. There are 
just too many aspects of 
municipal politics to be a 
single-issue candidate.” 

He would also like to 
see service levels 
improve—street cleaning 
during recent snow storms 
is an example he points to, 
and the regular plowing- 
in of driveways, especially 
for seniors.

I was council 
representative to the 
Board of Trade.” 

He was also the 
Amaranth Township rep¬ 
resentative to the Dufferin 
County Chamber of 
Commerce while serving 
on that council. 

“Working with the busi¬ 
ness community is some¬ 
thing I have lots of experi¬ 
ence with,” he says. 

“My resume is huge.” 

He also has “more hob¬ 
bies than I can shake a 
stick at," he says. 

He plays men’s slo pitch 
in Virgil, and admits to 
being a collector—of 
stamps, coins, and toys— 
and has kept the toys he 
had as a child.
